When Court opened Wednesday 
morning Judge Robert Lee Stout, 
read his instruction to the jury in 
the case of Oscar Johnson, charged 
with the killing of Walter Rice, the 
taking of testimony having been 
been completed on Tuesday after- 
noon at a late hour, when the Court 
adjourned. The trend of the testi- 
mony was to show mainly that John- 
son, at the time of the killing, wai 
under great mental strain, and that 
his act was the result of a distraught 
mentality. 

At 9:30 after the conclusion of 
Judge Stout's readings, arguments 
foi the prosecution and defense were 
begun. O^car T. Ilinion. for the de- 
fense, led, and was followed by Judge 
L. W. Bethurum, of Lonlon. Ky., for 
the prosecution. At the conclusion 
of Judge Eethurupn's argument, the 
Court adjourned until one o'clock, 
when the second argument for the 
defense was made by Attorney Wal- 
lace If air, of Lexington. Common- 
wealth's Attorney Victor Bradley 
followed for the prosecution. 

The sace was given to the iury 
about 3:10 o'clock. The jury im- 
wo " i mediately retired to consider their 
verdict. At 4:30 they nled in with 
their verdict, which was read, being 
as follows: "We, the jury, find the 
defendant guilty, and fix his punish- 
ment at confinement in the peniten- 
tiary for the period oi his natural 
life." The prisoner, beyond a slight 
nervousness and pule countenance, 
showed no emotion over the verdict. 
Johnson wi«s laken to the county jajl, 
in charge of Jailer Taul. and Court 
adjourned until Thursday morning. 

A motion for a new trial in the 
Johnson case will be argued during 
ihe present term of Court. This was 
the second trial of his case, the first 
resulting in a death sentence. An 
appeal was taken, and the Court of 
Appeals reversed the lower court, or- 
dering the case sent back for a new 
trial. 

The case of Bush Bishop vs. Chas. 
P. Mann and H. S. Redmon. doing 
business as the Paris Realty Co., oc- 
cupied the time of the Court yester 
day morning. The case went to the 
jury after exhaustive testimor y and 
arguments. The jury returned a ver- 
dict finding in favor of the defend- 
ants. • 

Bishop brought suit for a large 
commission, alleged to be due utm 
for his part in a farm sale made by 
the Paris Realty Co. The defendants 
contested the claim on the grourd 
that Bisnop had no part in the sale 
of the faim. 

With the Johnson trial ended, the 
Court 
at 

dismissed until then. The Court 
will take up consideration of crim- 
inal cases. The casffc of Raymond 
Fryman and Charles O. Marttn. for 
assault and cutting with intent to 
kill, is set for hearing on Monday. 
o

Dr. A. H. Keller, City Health Offl- 
i i . and Dr. S. E. Evans, County 
Health Officer, have received letters 
From Dr. A. T. McCorniick, of tht 
Stnte Board of Health, regarding the 
possibility of an epidemic of diph- 
theria lr. the State. He also sent 
then-, a bunch of circulars treating of 
the disease. The letter is as fellows: 
"Louisville, Ky. 

"My Dear Doctor: 

"I am enclosing herewith several 
copies of tbe new diphtheria circular 
issued by the State Board of Health. 
Please mail one of these to the par- 
ents of each case of diphtheria as 
soon as reported. We are threatened 
■with a State-wide epidemic of this 
serious disease, and I would suggest 
that you get your nev/spapers tc urge 
that a physician be called as soon as 
white patches appear in the throat. 
Telephone or write your physicians, 
urging them to be on the lookout 
for early cases, and to administer 
large doses of anti-toxin pioraptly. 
It ie very important that you should 
have a sufficient supply on hand at 
all tiimes.
